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SURGEON BLUE SUGGESTS 
MEASURES FOR AVOIDING 
EPIDEMIC OF INFLUENZA 


Dr. Rupert Blue. Surgeon G eneral ut' 
the Public H ealth Service hay issued 
souue suggestions for avokliug influ­ 
enza. 
H is statem ent sent 
out 
from 
W ashington follow s: 


“Dust September I Issued a state­ 
ment in which I said there would prob­ 
ab ly be u recurrence of the influenza 
epidemic this 
year, 
but 
indications 
were that the disease would be of a 
mild type as compared w ith the epi­ 
demic of last W inter. 
At tho samp tim e I said uo m aterial 
progress had been made in discover­ 
ing a cure, and th at various suggested 
remedies which seemed to give tin* 
most, encouragem ent were still in the 
experim ental stages. 
These things are true today. 
Influenza has returned and seems to 
be increasing, but there i* no need to 
lie panicky. 
It is apparently of a mild 
type. 
We still have no cute. 
Accord­ 
ing to recent press dispatches, Dr. W. 
II. Park of the New York Pity H ealth 
D epartm ent, recognized as one of the 
foremost liacterlologlats in the United 
Srates. has issued a statem ent in which 
lie said that afte r eighteen m onths of 
careful investigation he had decided 
that none of the vaccines now sug­ 
gested as cures for influenza were of 
any value. 
His experience coincides 
w ith the research work in our labora­ 
tories. 
Precautions Are Given 
To speak frankly, we are in a posi­ 
tion where we m ust admit that we do 
not know w hat specific germ causes in­ 
fluenza. and we cannot say how infec­ 
tion w ith tills gefin can ta* prevented. 
or how the disease can be cured. 
All 
we can do is to give in outline certain 
general precautionary m easures based 
on general p r in c ip le s and to urge the 
strictest oliserrancp of health regula­ 
tions. 
The influenza epidemic of last year 
(found a large part of the physicians 
and scientists doing w ar work. 
Those 
doing civilian work wore taxed to the 
utmost caring for the sick. 
There was 
little time for research work. The epi­ 
demic ended alm ost as suddenly as it 
originated. 
It in possible tluit something tangi­ 
ble will lie accomplished in the near 
future. Tho si tim lion is certainly more 
favorable to research than it was last 
year. 
Physicians and nurses have re­ 
turned from w ar work and are in a 
better position to care for the silk in 
each community. 
Scientists, too, arc in 
a better position to carry on their in­ 
vestigations, for the exporieni'os of 
buU year have finally disposed of a 
num ber of theories over which valuable 
time need uo longer la* wasted. 
Mild Type Reported 
The Public H ealth Set vice hrfs bad 
reported to It thousands of cases of 
influenza in various parts of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Almost without 
exception 
the health officers way the disease is 
of a mild type. 
Typh Ml of tho r e p o r ts 
is the statem ent from Dr. C. St. fla ir 
D rake, the H ealth O fficer in Illinois. 
He said th at thereports from some of 
the counties In the State would prob­ 
ably represent only about one-fifth of 
the actual numlior of cases, because in 
a large m ajority of caw s the disease 
was so mild th at the people had not 
culled in a physician. 
The same has 
probably been true here in W ashing­ 
ton. 
T he dally reports from the Dis­ 
trict H ealth Officer liar** not seemed

tion well in hand and there have becu 
no calls for Federal assistance. More­ 
over, there is now no shortage of doc­ 
tors and nurses to care for the sick and 
everything possible is lieing done to 
discover the cause of the disease. 
In guarding against discase of all 
kinds, it is im portant that the body lie 
kept strong and uble to fight off dis­ 
ease germs. 
Precautionary m easures can lie tak­ 
en by haviug a proper proportion of 
work, play and rest, by keeping the 
body well clothed and by eating suffi­ 
cient wholesome and properly selected 
food. In connection w ith diet, it Is well 
to remember that milk is one of the 
best ail round foods obtainable for 
adults as well ae children. In a dis­ 
ease like influenza health authorities 
everywhere recognize the very close 
relation between its spread and over­ 
crowding.
